CRISIS MAY AID CHURCH 


A conflict specifically over the 
religious question, but generally 
over the while policy of the Span- 
ish government, arose in the Cor- 
'tes recently which might possibly, 
althou not probably, save the 
Catholic Church property. The law

Poor boys were growing up 
without any deep knowledge of the 
moral law. They wandered about 
in marauding gangs uncontrolled 
by the restraining influence of re- 
ligion. 

“The rich nobles looked with con- 
tempt on the uneducated multitude. 
To the wealthy and educated upper 
class, the hungry throngs of the 
poor seemed scarcely human. But 
there was at least one rich and 
noble gentleman who did not share 
this contempt. 

“John Baptist de la Salle had 
inherited a large fortune from his 
father. He had increased his 
wealth by prudent management; 
for he had what we would call a 
‘good head for business,’ More- 
over, he commanded that respect 
which seventeenth-century France 
yielded to men of noble birth. He 
had become a priest and had been 
appointed to the honorable position 
of a canon in the Cathedral of 
Rheims, 

“John Baptist de la Salle was 
noble by right of birth; but he 
was nobler far by his warm, wide- 
reaching charity, by the breadth of 
his human understanding, and by 
his devotion to the cause of the 
poor. Other gentlemen looked on the 
poor with a contempt not unmixed 
with fear. De la Salle looked on 
them as brothers, pitifully in need 
sf understanding and sympathy 
and help. De la Salle understood 
that the dehumanizing effects of 
our modern complicated civilization 
could best be thwarted by syste- 
matic religious training. He met 
poor boys on the street and he was 
not repelled by their ragged clothes 
and uncouth manners. He saw 
deeper. He saw beneath their 
shabby exterior, eager young hu- 
man hearts, human hearts which 
yearned for understanding and 
help and guidance in the compli- 
eated life which they faced with 
the bewilderment of uneducated 
youth. 


Reached Great Decision 


“And so John de la _ Salle 
reached a great decision. He would 
devote his life to the education of 
poor boys. He would devote him- 
self not with the moderate gen- 
erosity of ordinary men but the 
unlimited generosity which makes 
saints. He was not the man to do 
things by halves. He could not 
bear to remain in possession of 
his great wealth and to direct his 
work from a distance. He wanted 
to be poor himself, to experience 
cold and hunger and contempt. He 
felt that then and only then could 
he really be a brother to the poor 
boys he sought to educate. 

“De la Salle sold everything he 
possessed and gave the proceeds 
to the poor. Now at last a poor 
man himself.he devoted his time 
to his great life work of founding 
free schools for poor boys. He 
gathered other generous men 
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walking about the

A Whole ‘Volume of Love 


—Mother! 


It is possible to attach great 
spiritual significance and tender 
affection to the second Sunday of 
May, which is now nationally ob- 
served as Mother’s Day. But the 
spirit of the occasion has been too 
much blanketed by the commer- 
cialism of the florists and their 
brother dealers in sweets—the 
and retailers—not 
to overlook the wide gesture of the 


department stwres, and the senti- 
mental efforts of card manufac- 
‘turers. 


Not with unkind intent do we 
comment, for if we were engaged 
in the business of flower distribu- 
tion or in that of confections; or, 
if we were merchants or designers 
and printers of greeting cards, we 
doubt not but we would use every 
available honest means to promote 
sales. This is human and legiti- 
mate. 


Just the same, the fact remains 
that the deeper meaning of a 
child’s expression of gratitude and 
love is clouded by materialistic 
evidences. The outward sign ap- 
pears to be dominant. 


You who could afford it, and who 
supplemented your spiritual gift 
(we refer to the Holy Communion 
you offered today for your Mother, 
whether living or dead) with frag-| 
rant flowers, did a pleasing thing. 
There are few women who are not 
delighted with a floral gift. It is 
a woman's nature. But in passing 
may we urge that you make every 
day Mother’s Day by thoughtful 
acts, if you live with your Mother, 
or grateful remembrance, if either 
life or death has separated you 
from her.

Editorials Assail 
Josephus Daniels’ 
Address In Mexico 


Baltimore.—Statements made by 
Josephus Daniels, Ambassador of 
the United States, in an address. 
which accompanied his presenta- 
tion of credentials to President 
Rodriguez of Mexico are vigorous- 
ly condemned in an editorial in 
the current issue of The Baltimore 
Catholic Review. It feels that the 
condemnation is echoed by millions 
of American citizens, the editorial 
adds. 

Referring to that portion of Am- 
bassador Daniels’ address in which 
he expressed “deep admiration” for ° 
Mexico's “marked advances in so- 
cial reform, public education, agri- 
culture, transportation, communi- 
cations and all measures which 
promote the well-being of your na- 
tionals,” The Baltimore Catholic 
Review says: 

“The Review cannot indorse Am- 
bassador Daniels’ statements. lf 
he believes that the persecution of 
Catholic priests, members of Cath- 
olic Sisterhoods and the laity; if 
he believes the Mexican Govern- 
ment’s antagonism to Catholie 
Education; if he believes that 
policy of depriving Catholics of 
their rights as Mexican citizens; 
if he believes the imprisonment of 
priests and laymen in the per- 
formance of their religious duties; 
if he believes the killing of 
priests, the exiling of Archbishops, 
priests and nuns; if he believes 
that a reign of terror is to be con 
strued as an advance in social re- 
form and public education; if he 
believes that the ignoring of tra- 
ditions and precedents is gratifying 
—if he believes all these things are 
commendable, then the. new Am- 
bassador to Mexico merits the con- 
demnation of everyone who is 
familiar with conditions in our 
neighboring republic.” 

“If Mr. Josephus Daniels be- 
lieves that the people of Mexico 
are enjoying equality, justice, hb- 
erty and the full fruits of their 
labor, he, the publisher of a news- 


paper, apparently does not read 
newspapers,” the editorial adds.
